Miss  Shone  and  Gentlemen, 

I havo  pleasuro  in  presenting  tho  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  yoar  1972.  The  Registrar  General's  population 
ostimato  at  mid-year  was  12,450,  compared  with  11,930  in  1971,  a rise 
of  520,  The  1971  Census  gave  tho  population  as  11,866. 

The  live  birth  rato  continued  to  be  high  with  267  births,  compared 
uith  297  in  1971,  2B4  in  1970  and  267  in  1969,  The  crude  birth  rate 
was  21.4  fier  1000  population,  compared  uith  the  national  figure  of  14.8, 

There  ucro  2 deaths  of  infants  under  a year  old,  compared  uith  3 
in  1971,  4 in  1970,  5 in  1969.  Both  uere  under  4 ueeks  old,  and  doath 
uas  due  to  congenital  doformity.  This  gave  an  Infant  Mortality  Rato 
of  7 deaths  per  1000  live  births.  The  national  figure  was  17. 

There  uere  4 still  births,  compared  uith  none  in  1971  and  5 in  1970. 

During  the  year  there  uere  92  deaths,  compared  uith  106  in  1971  and  104 
in  1970.  The  principal  cause  of  death  (at  all  ages)  uas  again  diseases 
of  tho  heart  and  circulatory  system,  uith  47  deaths,  compared  uith  54  in 
1971  and  47  in  1970.  Cancer  in  one  form  or  another  caused  20  deaths, 
compared  uith  17  1971,  and  25  in  1970.  Lung  cancer  caused  death  of  7 
persons  (5  males,  2 females)  compared  uith  3 in  1971,  10  in  1970,  9 in 
1969,  7 in  1968,  5 in  1967  and  7 in  1966.  One  doath  ( of  an  aged  man) 
uas  due  to  late  effects  of  respiratory  Tuberculosis.  Pneumonia  and 
bronchitis  each  accounted  for  4 deaths.  Congenital  defects  caused  2 deaths. 
Motor  accidents  accounted  for  2 deaths,  and  other  accidents  2.  There  uere 
no  deaths  from  Influenza  and  no  suicides. 

There  uere  36  notifications  of  infectious  disease©  during  the  year, 
cpmparod  uith  none  in  1971,  17  in  1970  and  116  in  1969.  Tho  notifications 
included  30  cases  of  measles,  2 of  food  poisoning,  2 of  dysentery  and 
2 cases  of  pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  recently  arrivod  residents.  Outbreaks 
of  measles  occur  every  2 or  3 years,  but  if  measles  vaccination  is  accepted 
tho  disoase  could  bo  eradicated. 

One  of  the  risks  of  present  day  living  is  that  of  food  poisoning. 

With  the  increase  in  use  of  processed  meat  foods,  and  tho  ever  grouing 
popularity  of  chicken,  the  numbers  of  food  poisoning  cases  throughout  tho 
country  has  soared  in  recent  years.  Many  of  the  bacteria  responsible 
are  found  in  tho  intestines  of  animals  and  birds.  Contamination  of  the 
meat  can  take  place  at  any  point  in  the  preparation  of  meat  for  eating. 

Risk  can  be  lessened  by  proper  handling  of  meat  and  meat  products.  Moat 
should  bo  uashed  and  cooked  and  eaten.  Thorough  cooking  uill  often 
destroy  the  bacteria  responsible  for  food  poisoning.  Many  cases  of 
illness  are  caused  by  people  attending  "chicken  barbecues"  uhere  the 
chickens  are  not  thoroughly  cooked  and  the  meat  is  contaminated. 

Other  sources  of5infection  aro  holiday  makers  roturned  from  the  continent. 
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Many  travellers  have  gastro-intestinal  upsets  whilst  on  holiday  or  after 
returning  home.  Those  are  often  found  to  bo  food  poisoning  cases.  There 
is  little  danger  of  spread  of  infection  from  one  member  of  a family  to 
another,  if  general  hygiene  is  good.  The  danger  is  that  of  contamination 
of  food  supplies  by  a person  carrying  tho  infection.  Thus  there  is 
need  for  constant  attention  to  personal  hygiene  in  food  handlers 
(including  housewives),  and  especially  in  those  who  handle  food  in 
hotels,  cafos  and  other  places  where  contamination  of  food  could 
lead  to  a widespread  outbreak  of  food  poisoning.  Whilst  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  must  inspect  all  food  premises,  and  insist  on  a high 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  handling,  the  public  can  help  to  prevent 
illness  by  proper  handling  of  food  and  strict  hygieno  in  the  kitchen. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  your  Officials,  particularly  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  tho  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  their  help  and 
guidance  throughout  the  year.

The  Buckley  Urban  District  is  situated  on  a foothill  of  the 
Clwydian  Range  to  the  North  East  of  the  County  of  Flint,  and  is  bounded 
on  the  North,  East  and  South  by  the  Hawarden  Rural  District,  and  the 
North,  West  and  South  by  the  Holywell  Rural  District. 

The  subsoil  is  clay  in  the  greater  part  of  the  area.  Below  are 
the  lower  coal  measures,  now  no  longer  worked.  The  principal  industries 
are  Cement,  Brick  and  Tile  Works  together  with  agriculture. 

In  past  times,  Buckley  residents  worked  within  the  district,  but 
with  the  closing  of  the  Elm  Colliery  in  the  nineteen  thirties,  and  the 
decay  of  the  pottery  industry,  many  of  the  local  inhabitants  found 
work  in  the  Shotton  Steelworks,  at  Courtaulds  fibre  plant  at  Flint, 
and  in  other  local  industries.  With  the  building  of  so  many  new 
houses,  Buckley  has  become  an  attractive  residential  area.  With  the 
cfist  of  land  soaring  in  the  Wirral  and  Merseyside,  many  people  have 
found  that  they  can  buy  homes  in  this  district  at  reasonable  prices 
and  they  travel  to  and  from  their  place  of  work  daily.  To  provide 
services  for  the  increasing  population  will  call  for  a great  deal 
of  work  in  the  future,  • Shops,  schools  and  sewerage  will  have  to 
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It  .is  clear  that  in  time  to  come  there  will  be  vast  housing 
estates  engulfing  Buckley  and  joining  together  Buckley  with  Hawardon 
and  Hold.  It  is  hoped  that  the  old  local  spirit  of  co-operation 
and  mutual  aid  will  not  be  lost.  During  the  year,  the  building  of 
new  housing  estates  continued  and  new  residents  continued  to  move 
in.

Deaths  totalled  92  (52  males  and  40  females)  compared  with  106  in 
1971,  104  in  1970,  106  in  1969,  100  in  1960  and  86  in  1967*  There  wore 
2 infant  deaths  under  one  year,  compared  with  3 in  1971,  4 in  1970 
and  5 in  1969.  Both  deaths  wore  due  to  congenital  defects,  and  occured 
within  4 wooks  of  birth.  There  were  no  deaths  between  4 weeks  and  4 
yoars.  In  the  5 to  14  age  groups,  one  child  died  in  a motor  accident. 

In  tho  15  to  24  age  group,  there  wore  2 deaths;  between  25  and  34  years, 

2 deaths  due  to  accidents;  35  to  44  years  no  deaths;  45  to  54  yoars 

5 deaths;  55  to  64  yoars  18  doaths;  65  to  74  years  28  deaths;  and  in 

75  yoars  and  over  group  34  deaths.  Thus,  of  the  total  of  92  deaths, 

62  wore  of  persons  of  65  yoars  and  ovor.  Diseases  of  tho  heart  and 
circulatory  system  caused  47  doaths  (26  males  and  21  fomalos)  and 
cancer  20  doaths  (12  males  and  3 femalos).

Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  feed  of  care  and 
attention.  No  cases  wero  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

It  is  a sad  thing  to  have  to  deprive  anyone  of  liberty,  but 
when  aged  persons  cannot  manage  to  look  after  themselves  or  there  is 
no  one  constantly  at  hand  to  attend  to  their  wants,  the  choice  is 
admission  to  Hospital  or  Old  People’s  Homes.  Until  a few  years  ago, 
there  were  fow  places  available  for  elderly  people,  but  now  most 
authorities  have  Old  People's  Housing  accommodation,  supervised  by 
wardens,  where  the  old  folk  are  encouraged  to  look  after  themselves, 
under  supervision.  It  is  a wonder  to  see  elderly  folk  who  have  been 
living  in  isolation  on  admission  to  Old  People's  accommodation,  suddenly 
begin  to  have  a new  interest  in  life,  happy  in  the  company  of  people 
of  their  own  age.  One  thing  stands  out,  and  that  is  the  fact  that  relatives 
are  not  always  the  most  suitable  people  to  deal  with  the  elderly. 

In  years  past,  young  people  assumed  responsibility  for  the  case 
of  their  aged  relatives,  but  the  trend  appears  now  to  bo  to  dump 
the  old  folk  in  hospitals,  homes  or  geriatric  units.  It  is  clear 
that  more  and  more  accommodation  for  the  elderly  will  have  to  be 
provided,  as  the  proportion  of  old  folk  in  the  population  is  increasing, 
and  will  do  so  for  some  years. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


During  tho  yoar  tha  full  conversion  of  the  District  to  the 
use  of  paper  sack  units  for  tho  storage  and  collection  of  refuse 
was  completed,  twelve  months  ahead  of  schedule. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  generally  continue  to  be  operated 
in  an  efficient  manner  and,  in  spite  of  additions  to  tho  Housing  Stock 
of  the  District  and  the  national  increase  in  the  volume  of  refuse 
colloctod,  a weekly  service  of  collection  has  been  maintained.  The 
new  trade  refuse  collection  servico  brought  into  operation  during 
the  yoar  has  worked  successfully  with  advantage  to  both  Council  and 
tradors. 

Tho  Old  Persons  Community  Centro  was  completed  during  the  year 
and  tho  twenty  five  dwellings  and  Wardens  flat  were  occupied.  Tho 
associated  communal  area  were  furnished  by  the  Council  and  by  tho  end 
of  the  period  tho  Community  had  settled  into  a most  happy  relationship. 

Works  on  tho  scheme  of  improvement  and  extension  to  the  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  for  the  Urban  District  have  continuod 
and  is  about  50/o  completed.  Completion  of  works  is  expected  by  tho 
ond  of  1973. 

It  is,  however,  a matter  for  regret  that  the  sewerage  arrangements 
for  the  more  rural  parts  of  tho  District  have  boon  deferred,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  approval  to  the  carrying  out  of  those  parts  of  the  Scheme 
can  soon  be  given. 
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HOUSING 


Progress  has  been  mado  with  regard  to  the  demolition  of  properties 
which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  in  completion  of  the  Slum 
Clearance  proposals  submitted  in  January , 1 970  the  Council’s  Slum 
Clearance  programme  is  continuing  but  the  rate  of  progress  will  be 
dependent  on  further  new  Council  houso  construction  to  re-house  the 
displaced  families.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  for  Buckley  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Central 
Flintshire  Water  Board,  and  is  providing  for  this  area  principally  from 
two  sourcos. 

(a)  Reservoir  at  Cilcain. 

(b)  Alwen  Reservoir  via  the  Birkenhead  Acquoduct. 

These  supplies  aro  fed  into  the  two  covcrod  service  reservoirs  at 
PrcnbrigOg  from  whore  they  gravitate  to  feed  the  Urban  Aroa. 

During  the  year  the  supply  of  water  has  been  satisfactory  as  regards 
quality  and  quantity. 

From  the  Central  Flintshire  Water  Board  it  is  learned  that  the  water 
supply  has  no  fluoride  content  and  the  addition  of  fluoride  has  not  been 
authorised.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  houses  and  population 
supplied  from  public  mains.

SWIMMING  BATHS 


To  ensure  a satisfactory  swimming  bath  water,  testing  is  carried 
out  regularly  for  chlorination  and  acidity.  All  samples  tested  have 
given  continuous  satisfactory  results  so  justifying  the  high  standard 
of  maintenance. 

The  Swimming  bath  was  again  closed  for  a period  to  enable 
maintenance  to  be  carried  out  to  ensure  that  the  existing  high 
quality  of  the  water  is  maintained. 
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CLEAN  AIR 


The  causes  of  the  majority  of  complaints  of  nuisance  received 
during  the  yoar  is  from 

A Factory  manufacturing  cement. 

Dust  deposit  is  the  major  cause  of  complaint  both  within  and 
without  the  District  depending  on  wind  conditions. 

It  gives  rise  to  intermittent  nuisance  usually  caused  by  breakdown 
of  the  olctro  static  precipitators.  These  complaints  arc  passed  to 
H.M, Alkali  Works  Inspector  and  the  nuisance  is  commonly  of  short  duration, 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  question  of  caravans  boing  used  as  permanent  dwellings  is  not 
causing  any  serious  concern  in  the  Urban  District,  It  has  boon 
necessary  on  a number  of  occasions  for  action  to  be  taken  under  tho  Bye- 
laws governing  Buckloy  Common  for  tho  removal  of  caravans  used  by 
Gypsios  and  Itinerant  traders  who  have  visited  the  area. 

There  are  no  registered  caravan  sites  in  tho  Urban  District,  There 
is  however  ono  site  operated  as  a transit  site  by  certificate  of  an 
exempted  organisation.  During  tho  year  no  action  in  respect  of  this 
site  has  boon  necessary, 

RODENT  CONTROL 


Tho  Council  employs  ono  Rodent  Operative  who  made  441  visits  and 
inspections  during  the  year.  All  types  of  properties  have  boon 
inspected  and  treatment  carried  out  whoro  infestations  wore  discovered, 

Tho  Council's  Refuse  Tip  and  Sewage  Works  were  periodically  treated 
and  treatmont  of  sewers  was  again  carried  out,  all  with  good  results,

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


During  the  yoar  work  on  tho  construction  of  the  now  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Ty  Gwyn  and  tho  main  sewerago  scheme  proceeded 
satisfactorily  and  by  the  end  of  tho  year  was  again  well  in  advance 
of  targot. 

The  schomo  for  extension  and  construction  of  the  sewers  does  not 
include  those  to  serve  the  Alltami  and  Drury  Aroas  which  are  still 
deforrod. 

This  is  regrettable  since  those  areas,  being  rural  in  character, 
contribute  most  to  the  gross  pollution  of  the  watercourses  discharging 
from  the  Urban  District. 

In  view  of  Local  Government  Re-organisation  it  is  feared  that 
this  deferment  will  bo  of  longor  duration  than  was  anticipated  but 
it  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  gross  pollution  of  tho 
water  courses  discharging  from  the  Urban  District  will  continue.

The  two  samples  of  milk  found  to  be  non-genuine  refer  to  samples  which 
were  found  to  be  deficient  in  the  expected  standard  for  milk  fat.  The  reason 
for  this  was  found  to  be  the  inadequate  agitation  of  the  milk  prior  to  bottling. 
The  producer  was  advised  and  s^sequent  samples  were  satisfactory.  The  two 
non-genuine  meat  products  reporte§/to  two  instances  where  the  presence 
of  preservative  was  not  declared  in  sausage  sold  by  retail.  In  each  case  the 
vendors  were  cautioned. 

Seven  samples  of  articles  taken  under  the  provision  of  the  Fertilisers 
and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  1926  were  found  to  bo  satisfactory  and  no  evidence  of 
excessive  contamination  of  fruit  and  vegetables  by  residues  of  pesticides  and/or 
fungicides  was  found. 

All  sources  of  untreated  milk  on  retail  sale  were  rogularly  examined 
for  bacteriological  content  and  particularly  for  evidence  of  brucella  infection. 
Brucollosis  was  found  in  the  milk  of  one  producer/retailer  and  the  one  affected 
animal  found  was  sent  for  slaughter.  The  remaining  animals  in  the  herd  were 
vaccinated  against  Brucellosis.  It  is  the  declared  policy  of  the  County  Council 
to  encourage  all  Producer/Retailors  of  milk  to  join  the  Brucollosis  Incentive 
Scheme  operated  by  the  Ministry  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  majority 
of  producers  operating  in  the  Buckley  area  are  now  members  of  this  scheme

During  tho  year  thcro  has  boon  a full  conversion  of  premises  in 
tho  District  to  tho  binsac  system.  Four  thousand  two  hundred  and 
ninety  tuo  having  boon  provided  with  binsac  units. 

As  a rosult  of  tho  continuing  percentage  increase  in  tho 
volume  of  domostic  and  commorcial  rofuso  moro  than  507-  of 
properties  aro  requiring  tuo  or  more  sacks  to  provido  storage 
for  a ueck. 

The  free  colloction  of  bulky  household  discards  continues 
to  bo  uidoly  used  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public. 

Labour 


During  tho  year  this  Council  has  again  boon  uoll  served  by 
the  labour  forco  in  the  refuse  collection  services,  and  I am 
ploased  to  report,  once  again,  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
roplaco  any  of  the  porsonnol.

Since  tho  sorvico  cannot  be  operated  without  tho  use  of  adequate 
and  compotont  labour,  manpower  will  continue  to  bo  tho  most  important 
part  of  tho  sorvico,  tho  character  of  tho  work  requiring  intelligence, 
paticnco,  courtosy,  tact  and  integrity,  and  in  general  this  is  given 
by  tho  men  without  stint. 

During  the  year  the  Council  on  the  advice  of  Work  Study  Consultants 
have  introduced  an  incentive  bonus  scheme.  This  has  improved  efficiency 
still  further. 

By  these  monns  it  is  oxpoctod  that  the  oxisting  regular  weekly 
collection  service  will  be  maintained  without  increasing  tho  labour 
force  in  spite  of  the  continuing  increase  in  population  which 
amountod  to  574  during  the  year. 

Vehicles 


The  Council’s  rofuso  vohicles  now  comprise s- 

2 - 19/60  cubic  yard  screw  compression  collectors 
(purchased  1970). 

1-5  ton  tipping  lorry  (purchased  1969).  This  vehicle  is 
mainly  employed  in  the  collection  of  bulky  discords  and  tjodc  refuse. 

At  tho  end  of  the  year  tho  Department  assumed  responsibility  f or 
street  cleansing  and  gully  emptying  for  which  a Lacro  Compact 
vehicle  is  employed. 
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Trade  Refuse 


From  tho  1st  April,  1972  the  new  scheme  for  the  collection  of 
trade  rofuso  was  implemented.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  traders 
tho  scheme  has  progressed  smoothly  with  consequent  benefit  to  tho 
Council  and  tho  traders. ft 


The  tip  at  Buckley  Junction  has  now  boon  in  operation  since 
Hay, 1970.  It  is  used  jointly  by  Buckley  Urban  District  Council  and 
Hawardon  Rural  District  Council  and  is  controlled  and  operated 
by  the  Buckley  Urban  District  Council. 

Tho  tip  is  in  a disused  clay  working  and  it  has  boon  possible 
adequately  to  fence  off  the  site.  In  consoquenco  there  have  been 
no  coses  of  illicit  tipping. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  and  the  heavy  duty  tractor 
shovol  purchased  by  the  Council  has  enabled  this  to  be  done. 

Duo  to  further  increase  in  the  local  population  and  to  full 
usage  by  Hawardon  Rural  District  Council,  the  estimated  life  of  tho 
tip  has  been  reduced  to  throe  (3)  years. 

In  view  of  impending  Local  Government  re-organisation  a 
joint  Refuse  Disposal  Committee  has  been  set  up  with  Hawardon 
Rural  District  Council  and  Connah’s  Quay  Urban  District  Council. 

This  Committee  has  considered  methods  of  refuse  disposal 
and  have  agreed,  in  principle,  that  pro-treatment  of  refuse  by 
pulverisation  be  adopted. 

Tho  Committee  also  is  actively  engaged  in  considering  tho 
tipping  potential  of  the  three  Districts  with  a view  to  tho 
formulation  of  a policy  for  tho  provision  of  rofuso  disposal  tips 
in  the  future. 

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT, 1967 

In  addition  to  its  Statutory  duties  under  the  Act,  in  regard  to 
abandoned  cars,  the  Council  offor  a service  whereby  tho  public  can 
deliver  unwanted  vehicles  to  the  compound  on  tho  refuse  disposal  tip 
for  the  Council  to  dispose  of. 

During  the  year  132  cars  have  been  disposed  of  under  the  Act.
